Mr*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Infant  Mortal icy  figure  for  1932  of  31° 15 5 making 
a significant  average  for  the  last  three  years  of  42.o05»  is  dis- 
appointing^  so  also  is  the  number  . at ions  of  tuberculosis 

- 42 9 making  a significant  average  of  40  for  the  last  three  years , 
which  does  not  seem  to  decline  appreciably  in  spite  of  all  our 
efforts o It  is  tempting  to  blame  the  social  and  economic  condit- 
ions of  the  area  for  this  failure,  with  which  these  two  figures  of 
vital  statistics  are  usually  intimately  bound;  also  the  efforts  of 
the  social  workers  and  the  state  of  housing * 

This  area  has 9 however?  never  been  so  prosperous,. 
Besides  more  technical  posts  in  mining  than  hitherto,  there  are  a 
number  of  light  industries  associated  with  motor  transport  and 
engineering,  and  a number  of  factories  providing  skilled  and  semi- 
skilled employment  for  girls  and  women?  as  well  as  employment  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  Welfare  State  Organisation* 

The  need  for  slum  clearance  is  also  prominent,  but  the 
number  of  slum-dwellings  In  the  area  is  not  so  great  as  to  be  sig- 
nificant in  this  respect,  the  vast  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
being  respectable  householders  who  bring  clean,  attractive  and  de- 
lightful children  regularly  to  clinics  end.  school  medical  inspec- 
tions, whilst  housing  conditions  continue  to  improve* 

The  Welfare  State,  sen  up  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  1946,  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  the  Family- 
Allowances  Act  1945,  the  National  Insurance  Act  1946  .and  the 
Childrens9  Act  1948,  is  being  administered  in  the  area  as  well  as 
anywhere  else?  and  better  than  in  many  other  places*  A home  for 
aged,  men  was  opened  in  Maesruddud  in  1951»  also  a health  centre  for 
County  Council  and  specialist  ser  n 5 at  Beaumont  House,  Blackwood* 
Childrens®  homes  have  been  mainta  at  Tynewydd,  Argoed,  and 
Lilian  Road,  Blackwood,  also  by  Mom  hshire  County  Council  since 
before  my  arrival  here,  as  parr  of  a comprehensive  scheme  by  which 
the  County  Council  tends  the  needs  of  deprived  and  handicapped 
children  and  other  branches  of  the  Welfare  State  Organization  under 
its  Jurisdiction,  and  which  II  expanding  rapidly.  The  up-to- 

date  infectious  disease  hospital  at  Aberbargoed  did  stalwart  work 
during  the  recent  paratyphoid  outbreak** 

The  high  tuberculosis  figure  is  general  throughout 
Wales,  and  not  confined  to  indu  ial  areas o The  Clement  Davies 
Report,  between  the  two  World  Wars.  o indicate  that  either 

it  was  climatic  or  biological*  We  await  eagerly  the  extension  of

the  B.C.G.  scheme?  now  confined  to  nurses*  medical  students  and 
contacts  to  fourteen- year-olds  upwards?  particularly  girls?  who  are 
most  vulnerable  in  the  teen-age,  and  it  is  essential  that  this  pro- 
cess (including  Mantoux  testing)  should  be  worked  in  conjunction 
with  mass  radiography.  As  regards  infant  mortality  I now  feel  the 
same  as  my  predecessor  Di\  S.R.  MacMillan,  that  the  poor  general 
hospital  and  childrens 9 hospital  facilities  are  largely  to  blame, 
doctors  and  parents  being  reluctant  to  send  babies  far  out  of  the 
area,  particularly  to  any  hospital  which  has  no  loca1  flavour  and 
the  personalities  of  the  staff  are  an  unknown  quantity.  One  can. 
only  steadfastly  pray  that  the  new  400  bedded  hospital  at  the  Bryn, 
Mynyddislwyn,  now  due  to  be  constructed  at  the  point  where  the  East* 
West  Valley  of  Monmouthshire  cuts  across  the  Rhymney  and  Sirhowy 
Valleys,  will  not  be  further  shelved  in  specious  economy  drives 
resulting  in  some  second-best  scheme  being  substituted.  I may 
hardly  add  that  the  bus  and  train  fares  being  what  they  are  today, 
people  from  this  area  cannot  afford  to  travel  long  distances  to 
hospital  for  out-patient  treatment  and  follow-up  supervision,  any 
more  than  they  can  afford  the  time;  and  the  result  of  this  de- 
privation will  surely  make  itself  felt  in  economic  output.  This 
hospital  should  save  vast  sums  of  money  spent  on  conveying  patients 
long  distances  by  ambulance. 

As  regards  the  welfare  state  throughout  the  country  as 
a whole,  each  ship  of  the  fleet  is  no  doubt  under  the  guiding  hand 
of  the  medical  officer  of  health  of  the  sanitary  authority,  whilst 
with  him,  at  the  helm,  stands  the  chief  sanitary  inspector.  There 
is  plenty  of  good-will  on  board,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  each 
brand  of  social  worker  comprising  the  crew  trims  his  own  particular 
sail  according  to  his  own  personal  needs  and  fancies,  or  according 
to  orders  received  from  various  shore  establishments,  the  sum  total 
is  a brisk  forward  movement  before  a favourable  breeze.  At  last, 
however,  the  Black  Clouds  of  Economy  are  moving  across  the  welkin 
and  the  Thunder  and  Lightning  of  Man  Power  Shortage  can  be  plainly 
heard  and  seen.  However,  come  what  my

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year?  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  B in 
the  area.,  The  cases  were  confined  to  Aberbargoed  (12)?  Pengam  (6)? 
and  Blackwood  (3)°  Immediately  the  cases  were  notified  or  suspec- 
ted, inquiries  were  made  of  the  patients  and  contacts  as  to  the 
possible  sources  of  infection*  All  the  patients  were  removed  to 
hospital o 

Repeated  samples  were  taken  of  water  supplies,  milk?  artificial 
creams?  meats,  jellies?  cakes  and  other  suspected  foods?  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Medical  Research  Laboratory  Newport  for  examination*, 
None  of  these  sauples  contained  the  causative  organism* 

Sanples  of  coal  dust  were  taken  from  the  Sirhowy  River  and 
these  were  found  to  contain  the  bacillus  of  the  disease  * It  was 
suspected  that  some  of  this  material  was  finding  its  way  into  bake- 
houses, but  the  outbreak  was  not  attributed  to  this  source « 

Close  attention  was  paid,  to  all  contacts  and  samples  of  faeces? 
urine  and  blood  were  submitted  for  examination,,  Two  contacts 
living  in  Bedwellty  but  eiiployed  at  a food  premises  in  an  adjoining 
area?  were  kept  under  observation,. 

During  the  outbreak? . conferences  were  held  between  the  Medical 
Officers  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  areas  in  the  Rhymney  and 
Sirhowy  Valleys o These  conferences  were  attended  by  Dr,  A«R» 

Culley?  Chief  Medical  Officer,  Welsh  Board  of  Health?  and  the 
Chairman  appointed  was  Dr«  Gwyn  Rocyn  Jones,  County  Medical  Officer, 
Such  conferences  proved  useful  in  the  excnange  of  information  and 
ideas  in  the  search  for  a common  source  of  infection* 

In  the  course  of  the  outbreak?  a number  of  officials  from  Min- 
isterial Departments  at  Whitehall  and.  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health? 
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visited  the  district  regularly  and  gave  every  possibe  assistance  to 
accommodate  the  patients  in  hospitals  and  to  seek  a relation  between 
this  outbreak  and  other  similar  occurrences  in  South  Wales « 


Inquiries  were  also  made  in  the  cases  of  other  infectious  dis-

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  42  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  yearc 
38  of  these  cases  were  of  the  Pulmonary  type. 

We  co-operated  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  visited 
the  patients  on  behalf  of  the  County  Health  Department,  and 
provided  information  as  to  the  environmental  conditions  of  the 
patients.  If  any  repairs  were  required  to  the  houses  occupied  by 
the  patients,  a notice  was  served  on  the  owners  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  repairs.  By  such  co-operation  a comprehensive  report 
was  prepared  with  information  on  environment  and  medical  condit- 
ion of  the  patient. 

On  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Council, 
a number  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  were  re-housed  in 
new  houses. 


SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

Throughout  the  year  the  importance  of  food  hygiene  has  received 
much  attention  and  there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  general 
public  are  now  realising  the  necessity  of  more  hygienic  standards 

Vendors  were  again  visited  by  the  Inspectors  and  advice  given 
to  the  traders  and  their  staff  upon  satisfactory  methods  of  prac- 
ticing food  hygiene.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  whole-hearted 
support  and  co-operation  of  many  of  our  food  traders «

Since  my  initial  report  on  these  premises  in  January,  1950,  the 
general  good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  the 
majority  of  the  premises?  and  in  certain  cases  where  the  standard 
was  not  so  high,  there  has  been  a distinct  improvement.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  spittoons  are  still  provided  in  a few  places?  and 
in  each  case  it  appears  that  education  cf  the  public  is  of  great 
importance  to  abolish  the  necessity  of  the  use  of  these  filthy? 
insanitary,  bacteria-laden  utensils® 

Drinking  Glasses  and  Vessels t 

Cleanliness  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  nearly  all  cases 
and  this  is  due  to  a large  degree  to  the  provision  of  a readily 
accessible  constant  supply  of  hot  ws.ter  over  the  wash-ups®  Hot 
water  geysers  have  been  installed  in  some  premises  some  feet  away 
from  the  sink?  and  where  practicable?  advice  has  been  given  to 
have  these  fixed  directly  over  the  wash-up  sink®  Five  premises 
were  still  without  any  hot  water  supply  and  notices  served  to 
provide  this  essential  means  of  cleansing®  Detergents  are  used  in 
most  places  for  sterilising  glasses  and  beer  pipes?  but  it  would 
appear  that  there  is  no  check  on  the  correct  dose  to  be  used  - too 
little  being  not  effective,  and  too  much  affecting  the  taste®  An 
automatic  injector  has  been  recommended  which  controls  the  correct 
amount  of  detergent  to  be  added  to  the  washing  water®  A good  deal 
of  responsibility  still  rests  with  the  customer  in  insisting  on  his 
drink  being  supplied  in  a clean  unchipped  glass 0 

Serving  Bars  and  Shelves ; 

Generally  clean  but  recommendations  were  made  to  have  the 
shelves  covered  with  an  impervious?  smooth?  washable  material.,  such 
as  stainless  steel,  polished  copper,  non-staining  and  burn  resist- 
ing plastics,  or  glazed  asbestos  or  vitriolite.  Old  counter  tops 
can  be  improved  by  the  provision  of  metal  or  hardwood  margins  in- 
laid with  good  quality  linoleum® 

prying  Cloths  and  Towels s 

Usually  a plentiful  and  clean  supply  available 0 

Cellars : 

Generally  satisfactory",  but  limewashing  was  required  in  8 
houses®  Letters  were  sent  accordingly"  to  the  persons  concerned®

There  is  still  no  demand  and  no  provision  for  serving  set  meals 
in  licensed  premises  in  the  area,  and  also  there  are  no  facilities 
fox'  overnight  accommodation0 

Beer  Pipes  and  Engines s 

No  lead  or  rubber  pipes  are  in  use  and  in  the  majority  of  cases 
plastic  pipes  are  used  and  these  are  easy  to  clean  with  detergent  - 
a decided  improvement  on  the  rubber  and  lead  pipes « In  eight 
houses,  beer  is  drawn  directly  from  the  ,{wood”  (barrel).  Of  course 
this  is  the  most  hygienic  way  of  serving  beer  because  it  does  away 
with  all  the  piping  and  the  risk  of  contamination  is  negligible 0 

Sanitary  Accommodations 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  trade,  lavatory  accommodation  is 
one  of  the  first  essentials  for  Public  Houses  and  Clubs 0 In  some 
houses  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  not  separated  from  the  public 
rooms  by  means  of  a ventilated  lobby.  Since  my  last  report,  acc- 
ommodation  has  been  provided  for  ladies  in  a few  houses a Two 
Public  Houses  are  still  to  be  provided  with  ladies*  conveniences » 
Urinal  accommodation  was  unsatisfactory  in  six  premises  due  to 
inadequacy  of  flushing  arrangements,  defective  construction  or 
siting o The  cleanliness  was  of  a good  standard  except  in  a few 
houses.  Notices  were  served  to  attend  to  flushing  arrangements. 

General ; 

Alterations  and  extensions  are  being  carried  out  in  a number  of 
houses  and  advice  been  given  in  re-arrangements.  Most  landlords, 
stewards  and  brewery  companies  are  co-operating  with  the  Department 
in  an  endeavour  to  improve  the  hygienic  conditions  in  these 
premises • 

Letters  and  notices  were  served  for  any  contraventions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  Byelaws 
for  Food  Handlers.
